oftentimes reſerves the decifon of the cauſe to be made 
at his own bar; and thereupon hath inſpired. the injured 
erſons to give their oppreſſors a ſummons of appear- 
ance, which they have not been able to avoid, though.

The ſame night 
too at the cathedral church in Canterbury, one of the 
Pinnacles upon the Belfry tower, which carried a vane 
with this archhiſhop's arms upon it, was violently {truck 
down (but carried a, great diſtance from the ſteeple) and 
fell upon the roof of the cloiſter, under which the arms 
of the archbiſhop's ſee itſeif were engrayen in ſtone; 
which-arms being broken.in. pieces by the former, gaie 
occaſion to one that loved him not, to collect this in- 
ſerence, That. the: arms. of the preſent Archbiſhop 
Canterbury, hrealing donun the arms of .the ſee of Cai 
terbury, not only preſaged bis own fall, but the rui 
of the metropolitical dignity by the weight thereof.

and gelding others: he made deacons in his (tables z- 
mong his horſes, and for money made boys biſhops; de. 
' flowered Reynora a widow, his father's eoncubine, aud 
Anna another, with her niece; put ont the eyes of his 
+ ghoſtly father Benedict, brake windows in the night, ſet 
houſes on fire, drank an health to the devil, would {af 
maſs, and not communicate; for which, and other in- 
_ tolerable rogueries, he was depoſed by Oibo in a cout 
cil, and Leo VIII. put into his place; but his 2

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and other friends (as ſoon as Otho had turned his back} 
ſoon got him in again; from this gallant, our St. Dun- 
ſtan, with a round ſum of money, purchaſed a prohibi-

act of adultery, with a reſolute man's wife, he received

much that ſeveral gentlemen reſolved no longer to endure 
it, and therefore hired divers ruffians to kill him, they 
themſelves likewiſe joining with them.

their children: and uſed many of the cuſtoms and o- 
ders of the Chriſtian teligien in his Heathen worſhip, 
After he had thus by all means laboured to beat dent 
the freptre of Chriſt's kingdom, it happened quite con- 
trary to his expectation; for inſtead thereof, the ſcey- 
tre of his owfi kingdom was deſtroyed and broken: far 
making war againſt the Per fans, he furniſhed hinfelf 
with fach gallantry of armour, apparel, ſoldiers, and 
all things elfe, that he «thought of no Jeſs than to 
- Have overcome the whole world ; continually'belching 
out threatenings againſt the poor Chriſtians, whom be 
had determined, at his return out of Perſſa, to hare 
muterly deftroyed, and to have left nene ahve ;.as was 
afterward diſcovered by one of his council: the num. 
ber of his army was fo great, and his ſtrength (as it 
thought) ſo impregnable, that he doubted not in the 
| leaſt, but to have conquered all Pera in a ſhort time: 
but behold how Cod overtarneth the contrivances and 
plots of his enemies! This great atmy (as St. Chryſe 
tem writing againſt the Heathen obſerves). in whid

XXXIII. Fohn Meſnier, Lord of Oppede, was ano- 


ther chief inſtrument againſt the Proteſtants in France, 
and led his murdering army againſt them, where they 
committed ſuch horrid eruelties and barbarities, as the 
moſt outragious Heathens in the world would have 
bluſhed at; inſomuch that abundance of complaints 
were made againſt him, and he accerdingly ſummoned 
to appear perſonally before the parliament at Paris, 
there to anſwer thoſe. murders, -extortion3, robberies, 


and other villanies laid to his charge; but being con- 


victed, and found guilty thereof, he was rot only re- 
leaſed, but reſtored to his former eſtate; but though he 
eſcaped the hands of men, yet he was overtaken by the 
hands of God; for when he was in the height of world- 


ly proſperity, and buſier than ever in perſecuting the 


diſtreſſed Proteſtants, even then a flux of bloed came 
throygh xis privy parts, Which engendered-2 carnoſity, 
and thickneſs ef-fleſh therein, and thereby hindered his 
urine: ſo that with horrible outcries and raving ſpeeches 
he gave up the ghoſt.; feeling, as it were, a burning

they would aſcend the wall, and enter. at the windows, 
and other {mall chinks and creviſes; the more men at- 
tempted to deſtroy them, the more outragious they 
ſeemed, ant the more te inereaſe in number, The 
wretched prelate ſeeing he could find no place by land 
fafe' for him, refolved to ſeek ſome refuge on the wa- 
ters, and got into a boat to convey himſelf to a tower 
in the midſt of the Ryine, near a little city called Bin- 
gen; but the rats threw themſelves by innumerable 
beaps into the Rhine, and {ſwam to the foot of the tower, 
and clambering up the wall, entered thetein, and fell 
upon him, gnawing and biting, and throatling, and tear - 
ing, and tugging him moſt miſerably, till he died. This 
tower is yet to be ſeen, and at this day called Narr 
Tower, It is alſo remarkable, that whiles the archbiſſop 
was yet alive, and in perfect health, the rats gnawed 
and razed out his name written and painted upon manỹʒ̃ 
walls.

VIII. Audronicu- was one of the moſt cruel tyrants '

He was fo treacherous and diſloyal, that he traiterouſly 
murdered the ſon and heir of Emanuel), the emperor, 
cauſing him to be tied up in a ſack, and ſo drowned in 
the ſea: After which he by violence took poſſeſſion of 
the empire of Conſtantinople, and like a ſtrong thief, 


ſeized upon that which was none of his own: Having 


thus attained bis deſire, he began to rage and rave, 
" committing all manner. of villanies and debaucheries, 
rgviſhing women and virgins, and afterward giving them 
to his pimps and ruffians'to be abuſed; yea, he com- 
mitted a rape upon one of his own ſiſters; and to ſecure 
himſelf in this tyrannical eſtate, he murdered moſt of 
his nobility, and all other that had any ſhew of civility 
ar honeſty, living altogether by robbery and extortion; 
whereupon. his ſubjects, tired out by the multitude of 
evils which he daily committed, were no longer able to 
endure his vile outrages and indignities, and therefore 
roſe up againit him, and after befieging him for ſome 
time, they at laſt got him into their hands, whom they 
uſed with as much eruelty as he had exerciſed upon 
them ; for having degraded him, and deſpoiled him of 


all his imperial orpaments, they plucked out one of his

marry him, he cauſed her to be Alain, pretending that

He hired conjurers to lay the ghoſt of his mother: He 


cauſed Criſpinus, his ſon-in-law by Popæa, to be drown< 
ed as he was fiſhing : He flew many others, who, by bload 
and affinity, were near him: He murdered Aulus Plan- 
cus, a young man, after he had by violence committed 


Sodomy with him: He forced his maſter Seneca to mur- 


der himſelf, though he had often ſworn to him he would 


not do it, and that he would ſooner periſh' himſelf than 


do him any hurt; and he ſent poiſon to his other ma- 


{ter Burrhbus. Divers of his rich freed men, and other 


old men, who had helped him to the empire, end fa- 


voured him therein, he murdered, by mixing poiſon. 


either in their. meat or drink : Neither was he leſs cruel 
to others, eſpecially after two confpiracies were diſco- 


vered againſt him; and fome of the conſpirators con- 


feſſed the fact, ſaying, That they knew not how other- 
wiſe than by his death, to free him from all that uicł- 


edneſs wherewith be had defiled himſelf. And Nero 


aſking Sz/pitius Aber, a centurion, why he ' conſpired 


againſt him He anſwered, Becauſe I knew not h 


an ether means to. do thee a kindneſs, After this 
heraged more extremely againſt all ſorts of perſons, 
fetting no bounds to his cruelty, but murdering whom 
he pleaſed : He gave not above an hours ſpace to any 
of thoſe whom he commanded to kill themſelves to pre- 
pare for death, and had ſurgeons ready to cur all their 


veins, if they made any delay: His profuſeneſs and 
prodigality anſwered his eruelty; for it was without 
all meaſure, ſaying often; That thoſe who propirtioned. 
their expences 10 their incomes,” were ſordid and covet» 
ont, and that they ontiy who ma profuſely and prodi- 
gally. waſted their eftates, auere magnificent aud praiſes 
worthy. He never put on the fame, apparel twice: He

I. In the year 1640, four Chriſtian flaves being ina 


ſhip of an Algier pirate, reſolved to make their eſcape _ 


% . 
in a boat, which one of them who was a carpenter un. 


dertook to build. The carpenter ſet himſelf. to work, 


making wooden pins, and other pieces neceſſary for the 
faſtning of the boards, whereof the boat was to con- 
ſiſt. Having appointed a time for the execution of 
their deſign, they took off five boardy/from-the tom 
where the proviſion was kept, whereof, they uſed two 
for the bottom; two others for the ſides; and the third 
for the prow or poop; and-fo made up ſomewhat that 


Was more like a trough than a. boat. Their quilt 
. ſerved them for tow,. and having pitched the boat well, 


they ſet it into the water; but when they would bave 
got into-it, they found that two men loaded ir ſo, that 
being in danger of ſinking, two of the four deſiſted 
from that enterprize, ſo that only two, an Eugliſb- 
mas and aDutchman adventured in it. All the tackling 
they had, was two oars and a little fail; all their pro- 
viſion, a little bread and freſh water, and ſo they put 
to ſea, without either compaſs or Arolabe. The firlt 
day a tempeſt at every wave filled their boat, and they 
were forced to go as the wind drove: they were con- 
tinpally employed in caſting out the water: the fea 
dad ſpoiled their bread; and they were almoſt quit 


fſpent, When they were caſt upon the coaſt of Barbary ; 


there they found a little wood wherewith they fome- 
what.enlarged their boat; but narrowly eſcaping death 
by the Moors, they got to ſea again: thirſt troubled 
them moſt, for which they made ſome {hift' by the 
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blood of ſome tortoiſes which they took. At laſt, af 
ter ten days floating up and down, they arrived upon 
the-coaſt of Spain, at the cape of St. Martin, betwint 
Alicant and Valentia. Thoſe of the country ſeeing 
them at a diſtance, ſent a boat to meet them; carried 
them bread and-wine, treated them. very. civilly, and

We went aboard from Harwich on Michaelmas day,

into our cabin with more haſte than be was wont, which

In this diſtreſs. we went 10 prayers, and it 
pleaſed God to hear us, aud fend a ſhip to us, even in 


the'moment-of death; which we endeavoufed to come 
to, and he like wiſe to us; but the ſtorm Was fo great- 
we could not teach one another, tho' when it. was dak, 
he hung out a light, and we, to let him know we were 
dive, ordered, that when a wave took us up, we fhonld: - 
give a great ſhout; which we did ſo loud, that I believe 


our cry was heard to heaven, for by God's miraculous 
aſfiſtance we got near the ſhip, and ſoon aſter, all ſaſe 


into it: The next day it blew fair for Norway; his

; pany that eſcaped, being twenty-eight in dumber, came, 
ſafe to the rock. I was the laſt that came down the 
ſhip that way; for in that very moment ſhe gave way, 
which the maſter, being ill aboard, perceiving, made 
lamentable moans to us to help him, which we endea- 
voured to the utmoſt, but the ſhip brake, and ſunk im- 
mediately : There was this good man and four of the 
mariners drowned, I faw the maſter, with a light 
in his. hand fall into the fea, the ſaddeſt fight that le- 
ver yet beheld in this world, and it pierced my very 
Poul, to fee him that ſaved our lives loſe his own. Now 
were we in the dark upon the rock, but knew not where, 
our feet being cut upon the ſharp ſtones; at length, we 
happened on a hole in the rock, which ſheltered us from 


the wind; and in the morning could ſcarce perceive 


any land, only had a glimpſe of the coaſt of Norway at 
à great diſtance, We ſoon grew hungry, but had no- 
thing to. fiſh with but our arms, with which we drew up 
ſome ſmall muſcles, and they we eat heartily; but we 
burnt with thirſt, and 1 would have given all 1 had for 
a draught: of freſh water, which would have been more 
welcome than the gold of Ophir, tho' nothing is ſo

IV. Richard Clerk of Wermoethia Dorſet ſhive, afkit-" 


ful pilot, was maſter of the ſhip called the Delight, 


which in 1582, went with Sir Humphrey Gilbert, for 
the diſcovery of Nerembega; it happened, that with-; - 
out any. neglect or fault of his, the ſhip ſtruck on the 
ground, and was caſt away, Anguſf 29th. the fame 


year. Of choſe that eſcaped ſhipwreck, ſixteen got in · 


to a ſmall boat, of a tuo and an half, and had but one 
oar to work withal: they were ſeventy leagues from 
land, and the weather ſo foul, that it was not poſfible 
for a ſhip to brook half a courſe of ſail. The — be- 
ing overburtheved, one of them, Mr. Hedley, made 
a motion to caſt lots, that thoſe four who drew the,. 
thorteſt, ſhould be caſt overboard, provided, if one 
lot fell upon the maſter, he notwithſtanding ſhould be 
preſerved, in whom all their ſafety was concerned: the 


maſter diſavowing the gceeptance of any fuch pririledge, 


replying, They would live and die togetber :0n the fifth 
day, Mr Hedley (who firſt motioned Jot-drawing) and 
another perfon died, whereby their boat was ſomewhat 


alighted. Five days and nights together they ſaw the 


fun and ſtars but once; fo that they only kept up their 
boat with their ſingle car, as the ſea did drive it; they 
coofinued four days without ſuſtenance, fave. what the 
weeds which ſwam ia the fea, and the ſalt water did af- 


ford: on the ſeventh day about eleven of the clock, they 
bad fight of New/ound/and, and about three, they came 


to the ſouth part. thereof: all the time of their being at 
fea, the wind kept continually South, if it had ſhifted to 
any other point, they bad never come. to land, but it 

turned to the North within half an hour after their land- 
ing. Being all come to ſhore, they kneeled down and gave 
God praife for their miraculous deliverance; there they 
remaindd three days, and three nights, making a plen- 
tiful repaſt upon berries and wild peaſe; after five days  -

cho of India, who preſently commanded to throw ſome 
of them over board, as the lot directed, amongſt theſe 
was a carpenter, who not long before had helped to dreſs. 
the boat, who deſired them to give him a piece of mar- 
malade, and a cup of wine, after which, he . 
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ſoffered himſelf to be throws into the ſea, and was

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Foreland, the captain having killed ſtore of whales, 


made a quick voyage, and ſent for the Salutation to 


take in part of her train-oy]:: In the way meeting with 
croſs winds, the maſter ſent eight of his men aſhore to 


Kill ſome veniſon, who taking with them. a brace of 


dogs, a. firelock, two lances, and a tinder-box, went 
on ſhore and killed fourteen deer; night coming on, 


being weary they went to reſt, intending next day to 


end their hunting and return to their ſhip: But the 


next day proved foggy, and much ice being betwixt the 


ſhore and the ſhip, the ſhip was fain to ſtand To far off 
into the ſea, that they Joſt fight of her, They hunted 
'on to Green Harbour, and there they found that the 
ſhip was departed : They made all ſpeed poſſible with 
their ſhallop to Belſouad to their captain, and for fear 
of delay, heaved their veniſon oyer · board; but having 
no compaſs, they wandered. up and down ſo long, till 
the ſhips were departed : This filled them with fear 
and aſtoniſhment, knowing that neither Chriſtian nor 
"Heathen had ever inhabited thoſe deſolate climates, and 
they had heard that the Muſcovy merchants had once 
| procured the reprieve of ſeveral malefactors condemned 
to death here in England, to whom they promiſed par- 
don, with rewards, and proviſion of all things neceſſary, 
if they would ſtay one winter there, but when they came 
tither and took a view of, the deſolateneſs of the place, 
choſe rather to return for England, and ſatisfy the 
law with the loſs of their lives, than to ſtay in ſo de- 
ſolate and darkſome à country; they remembered alſo 


2 more terrible inſtance of nine able men left there for- 


merly by the ſame maſter, who now left them; that all 
died miſerably upon the place, and whoſe bodies were 
wretchedly disfigured by the bears and foxes; all which 
made them ſtand like men amazed, looking one upon a- 
nother; and that which increaſed their horror, was 
their want of neceſſary proviſions, no cloths for ſhift or 

© * warmth. no food, no houſe for ſhelter ; after a while, 


_ © conſidering the danger of delay in extremity, they ad- 
riſed upon the moſt likely courſe for their preſeryation; 
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and reſolved to go to Green Harbour, to hunt for veni® 
ſon, where in their going, ſtay and return, they killed 
nineteen deer, aud four bears, with which they laded 
their ſhallop, and finding another old ſhallop left there, 
they laded it with the greaves and fritters of whales 
that had been boiled there that year, and took their way 
to Belſound to their tent, where they intended to win- 


ter; 


in the way of their paſſage, they had like to have ; 


bolt all their proviſion, but ſaved it by a deſperate reme- 
dy, running into the high-wrought ſea, and by force 
drawing their ſhallops to the ſhore; this done, they ar- 

rived at Bel/ound, were they took out their proviſion, 

conſidered their tent, and with part of the materials of 
a tent there, by pieces of old caſks, and old ſhallops (as 
is uſual) they made up their houſe and cabin, where 
they lodged two and two; and with marvellous induſ- 
try, provided themſelves with fire, wood, and ſhelter 
zgainſt the extremity of the cold; their beds were the 
deer-Iikins dried; having thus fitted every thing in the 
beſt manner they could, on the twelfth of September,” 
looking-out into the Sound, they eſpied two ſea-horſes 
lying aſleep on a piece of i ice, whereupon haſtning to 
them, with an old harping-iren they flew them both, 

then flayed, roaſted, and eat them; not long after they 
killed another, but darkneſs and cold ineredfing upon 

them, and they veiwing their proviſion, found it too 
{mall by half, wherenpon they agreed to one reaſonable 
meal a day, and to fait Wedneſdays and Fridays, ex- 
cept from the greaves of the whale, a'loathſome meat, 
at which diet they contirued three months; to repair 
their cloaths and ſhoes, they made threed of 4 rope-yarn, 


and needles of whalebone ; October lo. the nights be- 


ing grown very long, all the ſea was frozen over, and 
then grief and feat began co work upon them, but they 


prayed to God for ſtrength, and patienee in their miſe - 
nes, and by his aſſiſtance cheared up themſelves to uſe” 


he beſt means for their preſervation then for keeping 
beir veniſon, and ſaving their firing, they thought — 


o roaſt every day haf a deer, which they ſtowed in

Lords day a quarter: here another trial of their pati- 


ence befell them; their whale-fritters which had been 


drenched in the ſalt-waters, and lay cloſe together, 


were grown mouldy, and ſpoiled, and again ſurveying 
their bear and veniſon, they found it would not afford 
them five meals a week, ſo that they were fain to cut 


off one meal more, and for three months after, they 


fed four days each week upon the mouldy fritters, and 
the other three they feaſted on bear and veniſon ; be- 
es the want of meat, they«began to want light, no 


. fun appearing from the fourteenth of October, till the 
| third of February, but the moon ſhined as here in Eng- 


land; againſt this trouble, having found a ſheet of lead 
in the cooper's tent; with rope-yarn and oil they made 
a lamp, which they kept continually burning to their 
great comfort. In the beginning of Jaauam, as the 
days began to lengthes, the co'd ſtrengthened to that 
extremity, that it raiſed bliſters on their fleſh ; and if 
at any time they touched iron, it would ſtick to their 


fingers like bird - lime; if they went out to fetch water, 


it would ſo pinch them, that they were ſore, as if they 


had been beaten. They drank nothing but ſnow water 


from the 10th of January, till the twentieth of May,

amazed them all: But perceiving them to be the very 
men left there, with joyful hearts they embraced one 
another : The men left their tent, and went with them- 
to their ſhip, where they ſtayed till the Londen fleet 
eame, which was three days after. They then went - 
aboard the admiral, captain: Goodler; who made them 
rery welcome, gave them apparel to the value of twen⸗ 
ty pounds, and aſter ſourteen days refreſhment,” they 
grew all perfectly welFt Thus they continued in the 
Leet till the 20th of A. guſt, when they ſet fail, and at 
laſt came ſaſe into the river of Thames, and the Ma- 
uy merchants dealt well with: them.

We return 
to our hon, acquaint them with the good ſucceſſes of 
our embaſſy, and all prepate to make to the well; ſo 
tying our boat as falt as we could to the ſhore, we left & 
her to merey. Nou we are at the well which bath 

water therein, and we have fomething to draw, 
but Cod muſt give us a throat to ſwallow; for William 
Adams attempting to drink, after many eſſays, was not 
able to ſwallow. it, but ſtill- the water returned, ſo that 
he ſunk, down to the ground, faintly ſaying, I am a 
dead man; but after much ſtriving he took a little: $0 
refreſhed with our cake and water we lay by the well 
ſide, till the morning: When it was clear day, we a- 
gain went to the watchman, intreating bim to direct us 
the ready way to the next houfe or town where we might 
find relief; be civilly pointed us to one about two miles 
f, and long it was ere our bliſtered feet could over- 
come the tediouſneſs of that little way. When we came 
thither, the honeſt farmer, moved with our relation, 

- fent. us bread and water, and oliver; and ſeeing us 
thankful beggars inlarged bit civility to us, called us 
into his houſe, and gave us good warm bean potiage, 
which ſeemed to me the moſi pleaſant food that ever | 
eat in my life. Thence we advanced to the city of 
Majorca, about ten miles from that place, that night 
we lay by a well fide, and in the morning we entered 

the ſubarbs; the vice- roy was informed of us, and we 
were commanded to appear before him, : who after lie. 
had examined us, and heard our ſtory, ordered ade 
ſhawld be maintained at bis oοn ceſt, till we could have 

- paſſed to cur own country. But our Eugliſb ſhips ſel- 
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dom trading thither, we petitioned the vice-roy for 
paſſage in the king of Spain's gallies, which were in 
the road bound fot Alicant, which he graciouſly grant- 
ed us. After ſome other troubles, we met with cen- 
trary winds, and it was five weeks ere we could reach 
the Downs, where we arrived in September 1644. 
The commander of the ſhip was captain Smith of Ro- 
ther hitbe. Mr. Thomas Saunders, my wives brother 
being in Majorca not long after we came from thence, 
ſaw our boat hung for a monument upon the ſide of the 
great church there; and Mr. Robert Hales was there 
1671, and aflures me, that he ſaw the naked ribs and 
ſkeleton of it then hanging in the-ſame place. Man.

Tame and remarkably is dhe 8 of 
the late Fart of R:chefter, who though he ſpent a great 
part of his life in the height of Atheiſm, and all man: 


ner of profaneneſs and debauchery, yet, upon his dying 


bed, God was graciouſly pleaſed to hear the prayers of 
his neareſt relations, and true friends, ſo that he be- 
came a moſt admirable penitent, of which 1 ſhall in- 
ſtance ſome few particulars, as they are publiſhed by 
two reverend divines: He was the ſon of the famous 
Lord Wilmot, and was a great proficient in learning. 
In the year 1660, he went to the univerſity, at which 
time the general joy which over- run the whole nation; 
upon his majeſty's reſtoration, was not regulated wiik 
that ſobriety and temperance whick became a ſerious 
gratitude to God for ſueh a bleſſings” which had ſome ilb 
effects in him, ſo that he began to love thoſe diforders 
too much: - for, after having travelled: for ſome nme, 
he returned back to the court, where falling into com- 


pany who loved thoſe exceſſes, he was at length entirely: 2 


ſubdued by intempetance,. fa that he confeſſed for five 
years together he was continually drunk, not all the 
— the viſible effects of it; but his blood was 
fo inſtamed, that he- was not in all chat time cool enough 
to be perfectly matter of himſelf, which led him to do

' ſon of extraordinary parts, his fins were like them, ſo

lived, and almoſt often times died a martyr to it: The

uaded, That they ſhould never retarn into England, 
and” Mr, Montague faid; He was ſure of it'; upon 
which the Earl of Rochefter entered into an engagement 
with the other geatleman, not without- ceremonies of 
religion, (Mr. Montague: refuſing ii) That if either of 
them died he ſhould appear, and give the other notice" 
of the future fate, if there were any. After which, 
in a fight with the Dutch, toward the later end of the 
action, the gentleman aforementioned fell on a ſudden- 
into ſuch a trembling, that he could ſcarce Rand, and 


Mr. Montague going to- hold him up, as they were in- 
each others arms, a canon bullet killed him out- right, 
and carried away Mr. Montague's belly, fo thathe died 
in an hour after: but this gemleman never appeared to 


the Earl of Rocheſter afterward, which was a great 
Mare to him daxing the reſt of his life. After which he 
went on te commit all iniquity with greedineſs ; and 
yet even this deſperate ſinner, that one would think. had 
made'a covenant with death, and was at an agreement 
with hell, and juſt upon the brink of them both, yet 
even now God, to magnify the riches of his grace and. 


merey, was pleaſed to ſnatch him out of the fire; ſo.. 


Mat falling into a great fit of ſickneſs, he laboured un- 
der ſtrange trouble and conflicts of mind, his ſpirit be-

fand times more upon him ; and how God had laid on 


bim one ſtripe upon another, becauſe of his grievous pro- 


vocations, till he had brought him home to himfelf,. and 
declaring, that, from the bottom of his foul, he did de- 
feſt and abhor the whole courſe of his former\wicked 
life; and admired the goodneſs of God who had given. 


him a true ſenſe of lit pernicious epinions and vile 


practices, warning all men in the name of God, and as 


they regard the welfare of their fouls, no more to denn 


bis being, or his providence, or deſpiſe his goodneſs; no 
more to make a mock of f. 


excellent religion of the ever bleſſed Redeemer, through 


avboſe merits alone, be, who was ane of the greateſt of. 


finners, did yet hope for mercy and for iveneſs : and, 


in this penitent and religious temper and frame of ſpirit, _

n, or contemn the pure and 
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teenth year of his age went to Oxford, where he was 
plwKaced under an able tutor, and was an extraordinary 
proficient; but the ſtage · plays coming thither, he was 
Jo much corrupted by:-feting many plays, that he almoſt 
* _ Wholly forſook his ſtudies, of which miſchief being ſen- 
ble, he, at his coming to London, reſolved never to 
ſiee a play again, to which he conſtantly. adhered ; but 
- one corruption. of the mind draws on another, fo that 
de fell into many youthful yanities, and kept too much 
ill company with ſome vain people, till a ſad accident 
Alove him from it; for he, with ſome other young per- 
Jona, being invited out of town to be merry, one of the 
company called for ſo much wine, and went on in ſuch 
- exceſs, that (though Mr, Hale would have prevented 
it) he fell down as dead before them, ſo that all that 
were preſent, were not a little affrighted at it, who did 
what they could to bring him to himſelf again: This 
- did particularly affect Mr. Vale, who thereupon went 
Into another room, and ſhutting the door, feil on his 
knees, and prayed earneſtly to God both for his friend, 
That be might be reſtored to life again, and that bim- 
elf might be forgiven, for giving ſuch countenance to 
/e much exceſs; and he vowed to:God, that be evould 
never again keep company in that manner, nor drin a 
health while be lived. DT 


His friend recovered, and he moſt religiouſly kept 
his yow till his dying day, and though he was after- 
- *waids preſſed to drink healths, particularly the kings, 
- which was ſet up by too many as a-diſtinguiſhing mark 
of loyalty, and drew many into great exceſs after his 
majeſty's happy reſtoration; but he would never diſpenſe 
with his vow, though be was roughly treated for this 
ſometimes, which ſome hot and indiſcreet men call ob- 
ſtinacy: This wrought ſuch an entire change on him, 
that now he forſook all vain company, and divided him- 
ſelf between the duties of religion, and the ſtudies of 
his profeſſion, in the former whereof he was ſo regular, 
that for {ix and thirty years time he neyer once failed 
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going to church on the Lord's day, and though he was 
acquainted with all ſorts of learning, yet he ſeemed to 


have made the ſtudy of divinity the chiefeſt of all o- 


thers : He was a veyy merciful and upright judge, and 


would hear no cauſes but in open court, which a great 


peer once complained of to the king; but his majeſty_ 


bid him content himſelf that he was no worſe uſed; and 


faid, He verily believed he would have uſed himſelf ns 
better, if he had gone to ſollicite him in any ine of bis 
wy cauſes. He made it as a rule to himſelf, That, inthe 
a dminiftration of juſtice, he was intruſted for God, 
the king and country, and therefore ought to do it up- 
rightly, deliberately and reſolutely; and yet was much 
concerned, that though it was his duty to ſerve in the 
office he was called to, yet was it a great conſumer of 
that little time we have here, which he thought might — 
be better ſpent in a pious contemplative life, and a Ln 
proviſion for eternity.
